Acting under the leadership of Mr. Carner, employees in the Cellulose Acetate Depart­ 
ment engaged in a sit- down yesterday afternoon and their further activities resulted in 
the employees on the 11: 00 p. m. shift leaving the plant last night shortly after they came 
to work. 


The Company was not yesterday, and has not yet, been informed that the responsible of­ 
ficers of the Union approve Mr. Garner's action. The management has been informed that 
the sit- down in the Cellulose Acetate Department was not authorized by the Union. 


The Company is willing to continue operations to the extent that it is possible to do so 
by the attendance of employees to their tasks. 


The company is willing to continue to operate under the terms of an agreement for tem­ 
porary operation made at the suggestion of the Secretary of Labor on September Sth. 


The Company is willing to sign the agreement formulated at the Department of Labor, to 
which the Company and the Union representatives there gave their approval. 


The Company cannot agree that the plant can op­ 
erate . without discipline or that employees who 
leave their work and engage in violence are not 
subject to discipline. 


The Company knows no better way of determin­ 
ing whether discipline is warranted than by sub­ 
mission of the facts in dispute to the j udgment 
of an impartial arbitrator.
